ually reforested. 
Dr. Lee of Pennsylva­ 
nia offered a resolution th a t this confer­ 
ence respectfully urges upon tho sub­ 
committee on forestry of the committee 
on Puhlie Domains of the Congress of the 
I nited States to pass such laws as 
shall check tho reckless destruction of 
trees on public lands. 
Dr. Benjamin 
Leo offered a resolution th a t all State 
and local boards of health should keep 
all eases of leprosy existing in their re­ 
spective districts under surveillance.

ments not offered by the committee, 
and they were promptly knocked in tile 
head one by one a? offered.

those offered by the ways and means 
eomrnittee.and that the bill will pass the 
House with probably not a '■bush* dis­ 
senting vote on tile Republican sale. 
A conference was ordered on the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia appropriation bib, aud 
then the House went into committee of 
the whole (Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio in tho 
chair) on the tariff bill. 
Mr. Henderson, of N rib Carolina, 
offered an amendment abolishing tho 
minimum 
punishment prescribed 
for 
violation of the internal revenue laws. 
Rejected. 
Mr. Cowles, of North Carolina, offered 
an amendment repealing the tobacco 
tax. 
Rejected. 
Mr. Sayers of Texas offered an amend­ 
ment providing that iron and steel cot­ 
ton ties or hoops for baling or other pur­ 
poses. not thinner than 
No. 20 wire 
gauge, >hall be admitted free of duty. 
Mr. Stewart of Georgia said that tho 
effect of the provision of the bill in re­ 
gard to cotton ties would be to bear 
heavily upon the colored laborer of the 
So itll. 
Mr. McKinley of Ohio could see no 
reason why hoop-iron used for cotton 
ties should be dutiable at any lower rate 
than hoop-iron used for any other pur­ 
pose.

the manure is applied to the garden in 
liquid form. 
In fact this practice is 
quite general not only for the garden, 
but also for lawns and on all hoed 
lawns, and other 
places where it is practicable, we 
drive with a cart upon which a barrel 
or cask is fixed, something like the 
sprinklers used in American cities. In 
small gardens, and places where it is 
impracticable to drive, the liquid ma­ 
nure is applied by hand with sprink­ 
ling pots. 
In very dry seasons the li­ 
quid manure is diluted with an equal 
amount of clear water. 
In fact, when 
applied directly to foliage, some water 
must always be added. 
It is applied 
on damp days, or immediately after 
sunset 
Such manuring tells more 
promptly and effectually than 
any 
other. 
For general use a large cemented pit 
is constructed near the stables. 
It is 1 
covered with slats, between which are 1 
instices, to permit fluids to drain 
through into the pit. 
Upon this a ll1 
the droppings and litter of tho stable 
are heaped, tho liquid manure drain- j 
ing through into the pit. 
When tho 1 
heap becomes dry the liquid from tho 
pit is pumped over it to keep it from 
overheating. 
Such pits involve some 
expense, but tho cost is soon repaid in 
the saving of manure and diminished 
purchases of commercial fertilizers. 
For nearly all crops solid manure is 
best applied as a top-dressing, espe­ 
cially where tho ground is moderately 
level and well drained. 
Then, rain 
and other moisture falling on the sur­ 
face carries all the soluble portion oi 
tho manure to the roots, where alone it 
can contribute to plant-growth.

Cape of Ashe*. 
Statistics of insurance companies 
show that the cause of un astonishing 
number of fires in country places is 
carelessness with ashes. 
In localities 
where wood is still the fuel, every one 
knows that covering a few live coals 
with fine ashes will preserve fire for a 
very long time. 
Live coals, covered in 
ashes in a wooden ash-barrel or bin, 
will keep fire as long as in the fire­ 
place, and their presence is not rarely 
manifested by the burning of the bar­ 
bel and the shed that contained it, if - 
no greater loss result 
Wood ashes 
are in themselves of sufficient value to 
warrant care in keeping from becom­ 
ing injured by exposure to tho weath­ 
er, and at a distance sufficient from 
buildings to prevent any possible dan­ 
ger. 
Ashes should always bo taken 
up in iron vessels. The best ash-house 
we have seen was built of brick, and 
covered with an arch of brick. 
An 
opening was left in one end for tho in­ 
troduction of ashes, and another at the 
ground level, closed by an iron door, 
for the removal of the contents. 
Bet­ 
ter let the a»hes go to waste than to 
try to preserve them in any shed or 
other out-building connected with the 
dwelling. 
Coal ashes are worth very 
little as a fertilizer, but they are 
worth saving. 
They should bo sifted 
dally, and the cinders and the fine 
ashes saved separately, 
The cinders 
as a foundation, to be covered by the 
ashes and rolled, make a most excel 
lent path, or road. 
Their mechanical 
action upon stiff, heavy soils is beno 
ficial. 


F e e d fo r C h ick s. 
Some careless ones, says the Poultry 
World, are in the habit of throwing a 
large lot of food into the coop at one 
r time, and only feeding the chicks twice 
a day. 
This plan is a Iazv, shiftless 
one, and calculated to do injury, for in 
a few hours after feeding the old hen 
and her brood will have so fouled the 
food as to make it wholly unfit to be 
eaten by the young and tender chicks. 
In view of the carelessness existing 
among very many we think we can not 
do our readers better service at this 
particular time of the year than to 
urge upon the attention of those who 
are just now getting out their spirng 
broods of chickens the importance of 
feeding the young stock judiciously. 
For several weeks yet it must be re­ 
membered that these young broods, 
however well inclined to forage, can 
find no provender upon the bare, hard 
earth, and therefore we must supply 
them with food that assimilates as 
nearly as possible to what they can 
gather in great measure lator in tho 
season from frost-ridden ground. 
In 
May and Juno there is a greater sup­ 
ply of insects, grubs, etc., to be had in 
tho runs of pastures. 
Now this sort of 
animal food should be furnished artifi­ 
cially. 
Finely chopped cooked meat, 
potatoes, 
turnips, 
cabbages, etc., 
mixed up in small quantities daily are 
excellent for 
this purpose. 
Hard­ 
boiled eggs mixed with scalded wheat 
and corn meal is a groat alternative 
feed. 
Stale bread pounded into fine 
crumbs they will eat with a relish. 
Aud if milk can be afforded them for 
drink it will help them largely, as 
most breeders have already learned 
from experienca 
Many breeders feed chopped meat, 
raw or cooked, as it chances in their 
economy to be handiest, to 
their 
chickens very profusely, from tho 
•hell upward. 
But this practice is a 
great mistake. 
And if any of our 
readers who have been in the habit of 
indulging their young broods in this 
sort of feed will abandon its use almost 
entirely and substitute rice, bread 
crumbs soaked in milk, cracked corn, 
and during tne first week the yolk of 
hard-boiled eggs, and give only the 
very smallest portion of meat, till the 
birds are two months old, and even 
then give it rather sparingly, they will 
see the difference in tho health of 
their flocks, assuredly. 
After the age 
of 3 months meat may be given more 
freely.

Among the things which are found 
convenient in every farmer's work­ 
shop is a ten-foot pole, made thus: 
A piece of wood, one and a quarter 
inches squre and ten 
feet long, is 
nicely smoothed with a plane, and 
then marked as follows: One side has 
a mark every three feet, to indicate 
yards; another side is marked every 
two feet: the third side is marked every 
foot; while the fourth side has feet, 
inches, half-inches, the pocket-rule 
furnishing tho smaller subdivisions of 
an inch. 
The measure will be found 
useful in many places. 
For instance, 
when a small building is being started 
stakes are set in the ground at each 
corner. 
The proper anglo of the sills 
may be found by measuring eight feet 
on one, and six feet on tho other. 
Bring them together until the ten-foot 
polo just reaches both marks, and a 
right anglo is the result 
Again, the 
proper length of a post to support the 
low roof, is quickly measured with 
such a pole. 
lf a corn-crib is being 
built six feet wide at the bottom, 
seven at tho top, and nine feet high, 
the proper length of the various scant 
ling is readily measured off.

Ta■* publication of the legal until) 
that au application would be m ale t > ti a 
governor for the pardon of Frank O 
D ick so n , has revived mnnorieaof tho 
murder of George Mack, in the town < f 
Tart!e, on July loth, 1873. The fact that 
Mr°. Mack, who 
was considered t )- 
principal in the horrible crime, ii now a 
free woman, has caused many people to 
express sympathy for Divernon, as he 
was onty considered an accomplice in the 
crime. 
Many people in the city fsvjr 
the granting cf a pardon, whi!e many 
others, not wishing to express to strong a 
feeling, will not oppose the pardor. 
The Btate Journal alludes to the case as 
follows: 
“One cf the most interesting and in 
many ways sensational criminal oases 
ever disposed of io this state will be re­ 
vived by an application ta be made to 
Governor Hoard June l l next,for a par­ 
don for Frank O. Dickerson, who is 
serving a 
life term 
in the 
peni­ 
tentiary. 
lo 1878 
Dickerson 
was 
in the 
employ of 
George 
a farmer 
cf good circumstance*’ 
living in the town of Turtle, near Janes­ 
ville. On the morning of .Sunday, July 
15, of that year, Maok’s dead body wa* 
found in the stable, appearances bemg 
suoh as to indicate that he had entered a 
horse Ste 11 and been kioked to death by 
a horse. The authorities did not think 
this theory (he correct one, however, 
and commenced an inquiry which seemed 
to result in ehowing tnat Mack had beeu 
murdered, and his body plaoed in the 
still to conceal the crime. Suspicion 
was directed toward Dickerson and Mrs. 
M aok,wifeof the dead mat), and they 
were ti r ested, charged with murder. The 
state olaimed, and at the trie I introduced 
testimony intended to prove that Dick­ 
erson and Mrs. Mack loved each other* 
aud wo.eon intimate term s;tbat they con­ 
spired to remove Mack that they ought 
marry, and that the death cf Mack was 
the result of this alleged oouspiracy. 
The (rial was the most remarkable ever 
witnessed in Rook county and attracted 
widespread attention. 
It results »iu a 
Verdict of guilty in the case of Dicker- 


so d , and on May 26,1879, after the usual 
delays, he was sentenced tc the peniten­ 
tiary. Mrs. Mack, however, escaped the 
fate cf her alleged accomplice, although 
the state, :n presenting it * case, bad bt 1.1 
that 6be was the principal and Dicker­ 
son the accessory.
